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PART  I - REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Oberlin  College. 

Gentlemen: 

I submit  herewith  my  twelfth  annual  report,  for  the  college 
year  1938-39. 


I.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
Meetings 

Two  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  were  held  during  the 
year,  both  in  Oberlin;  the  annual  meeting  on  November  1?.,  1938;  and 
the  semi-annual  meeting  on  June  12,  1939. 


The  Meeting  of  November  12,  1938 

The  main  special  action  taken  at  this  meeting  was  the  com- 
pletion of  the  first  phase  of  the  revision  of  the  By-Laws,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendations  of  a special  committee,  of  which  Mr.  Miller 
was  chairman.  The  purpose  of  this  phase  of  the  revision  was  so  to  cor- 
rect and  improve  the  existing  By-Laws  as  to  make  them  clear  and  accurate 
in  their  statement  of  our  pjresent  practice. 


The  Meeting  of  June  12,  1939 

At  this  meeting  the  revision  of  the  By-Laws  was  virtually 
completed,  a few  minor  points  only  being  reserved  for  later  considera- 
tion. Our  Salary  Continuation  Plan  for  teachers,  officers  and  certain 
non-teaching  employees  of  relatively  high  status  was  so  amended  as  to 
make  the  paragraph  determining  the  length  of  continuance  of  salary  in 
any  given  case  read  as  follows; 

Any  such  person  dying  while  in  the  service  of  the 
College  shall  have  his  salary  continued  to  his  estate  for  a 
number  of  months  identical  with  the  number  of  complete  years 
for  which  he  has  served  the  College,  except  that  salary  con- 
tinuation shall  in  no  case  exceed  twelve  months.  In  the  case 
of  any  such  person  dying  during  his  first  year  of  service, 
the  salary  continuation  shall  be  for  one  month. 

At  the  same  time  provision  was  made  for  the  transfer  of  the 
younger  non-teaching  employees  from  the  Salary  Continuation  Plan  to  the 
Collective  Insurance  Plan  (adopted  in  June,  1958,  for  non-teaching  em- 
ployees not  eligible  for  the  Salary  Continuation  Plan).  Urgent  build- 
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ing  repairs  expected  to  cost  about  $33,000  were  authorized  and  ordered 
to  be  charged  against  current  income.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Presi- 
dent, Mr.  C.  K.  Fauver  was  appointed  as  ^Special  Representative  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  completion  of  the  Hall  Auditorium.”  Authori- 
zation was  given  for  the  appointiaent  of  a committee  "to  study  the  de- 
sirability and  feasibility  of  using  college  funds  for  the  erection  of 
residences  and  dining  halls  to  be  operated  in  such  a way  as  to  yield  an 
income  on  the  investment.”  The  President  later  appointed  Dr.  Griswold 
as  chairman  of  this  committee,  and  Mr.  Brouse  and  Mr.  Fauver  as  members. 


T^e  Executive  Committee 

Meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  held  in  Cleveland  on 
September  19  and  December  16,  1958,  and  on  February  4,  March  25, 

April  14,  f^ay  20,  and  July  10,  1939. 

In  accordance  with  the  provision  whereby  all  members  of  the 
Board,  whether  or  not  they  are  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  are 
invited  to  be  present  at  its  meetings,  and,  if  present,  have  full  voting 
rights,  the  follo?/ing  Trustees  from  outside  the  membership  of  the  com- 
mittee v/ere  present  at  one  or  more  of  the  meetings:  Dr.  Bradley,  Mr. 
Brouse,  Mr.  Carter,  Dr.  Emen^",  Dr.  Hayden,  Mr.  McNairy. 

Several  of  the  discussions  and  actions  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee concerned  the  Auditorium.  At  the  September  meeting  a conditional 
contract  for  the  purchase  and  erection  of  the  steel  work  was  awarded. 

At  the  December  meeting  the  Superintendent  of  Construction  was  instructed 
to  prepare  a form  for  the  general  contract,  in  consultation  with  the  Col- 
lege Attorney.  At  the  July  meeting  the  form  of  contract  as  thus  drafted 
was  approved,  and  a tentative  selection  of  the  general  and  electrical 
contractors  was  made. 

At  the  September  meeting  authorization  was  given  for  the  re- 
fitting and  maintenance  of  the  first  floor  of  Kellogg  House  (recently 
the  residence  of  Miss  Fitch)  for  the  use  of  the  kindergarten-primary 
division  of  the  Department  of  Education. 

At  the  December  meeting  authorization  was  given  for  the 
appointcKnt  of  a Consulting  Landscape  Architect.  (Studies  looking 
toward  such  an  appointment  were  made  thereafter:  the  appointment  will 
presumably  be  made  in  the  Autumn  of  1939.) 

At  the  March  meeting  the  committee  approved  the  restoration 
of  the  health  service  fee  of  |l0  a year,  together  with  an  enlargement 
of  the  range  of  the  Health  Service.  The  period  of  free  hospitalization, 
hitherto  ten  days,  is  now  extended  to  two  weeks;  and  provision  is  made 
for  the  care  of  students  private  physicians  at  college  expense,  under 
certain  circumstances,  during  periods  when  the  College  Physicians  may 
not  be  available. 

In  accordance  with  authorization  given  at  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee Meeting  of  February  7,  1938,  study  of  the  future  organization 
of  the  work  now  done  by  the  Treasurer  and  the  Investment  Executive 
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was  initiated  soon  thereafter.  In  the  intervening  months  indiviaual 
visits,  studies  and  reports  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Lloyd  Morey,  Comp- 
troller of  the  University  of  Illinois,  Mr.  LeRoy  E.  Kimball,  Comptroller 
of  New  YorJc  University,  and  Mr.  Halsey  C.  Edgerton,  Treasurer  of  Dart- 
mouth College.  At  the  Executive  Committee  Meeting  of  July,  1939,  the 
President  was  authorized  to  appoint  a special  committee  of  the  Trustees 
to  carry  on  this  study,  having  at  their  disposal  the  three  reports  to 
which  reference  has  just  been  made.  The  committee  as  appointed  con- 
sists of  Messrs.  Johnson,  Cross,  and  Warner. 


The  Committee  on  Location.  Plans,  and 
Construction  of  College  Buildir.g8 

This  committee  on  November  11,  1938,  approved  the  plans  of 
the  Auditorium  as  they  then  stood.  When  estimates  based  on  these  plans 
were  secured,  however,  it  proved  that  the  plans  were  much  too  costly. 
The  Architect  and  the  Superintendent  of  Construction  were  directed  to 
revise  the  plans.  Revised  plans  which  appear  to  be  not  too  costly 
were  accordingly  prepared,  and  were  approved  by  the  committee  on 
June  27,  1939. 


The  Prudential  Committee 


The  Prudential  Committee  met  fifty-two  times  in  the  course 
of  the  year,  and  dealt  busily  with  a great  variety  of  questions.  Min- 
utes of  the  meetings  of  this  committee  are  distributed  to  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  in  advance  of  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board; 
and  when  in  a board  meeting  the  minutes  are  under  consideration  the 
President  calls  attention  to  such  items  in  the  minutes  as  seem  to  him 
to  be  of  special  importance.  Among  items  thus  noted  for  the  last  year, 
two  seem  to  be  of  sufficient  significance  to  warrant  further  mention 
in  this  report. 

On  December  7,  1938,  the  Prudential  Committee  voted  to 
approve  an  agreement  with  the  L.L.S.  and  the  Aelioian  Literary  Society 
whereby  the  two  society  rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  Sturges  Hall  are 
made  available  for  use  as  classrooms.  Sturges  Hall  is  a college  build- 
ing, but  by  reason  of  the  circumstances  in  which  it  was  built  the  two 
societies  have  certain  well-established  rights  with  regard  to  the  use 
of  these  rooms.  The  need  of  the  College  for  additional  classrooms 
having  become  extremely  urgent  and  all  too  obvious,  the  societies,  in 
a very  cooperative  spirit,  agreed  to  release  their  rooms  for  classroom 
use,  the  College  undertaking  to  keep  the  rooms  in  good  condition  for 
use  by  the  societies. 

The  Executive  Committee  at  its  meeting  of  December  16,  1938, 
entrusted  to  the  Prudential  Committee  the  settlement  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Faculty  Club;  and  a settlement  was  fintilly  approved  at  the  Pru- 
dential Committee  Meeting  of  March  22,  1939.  Under  the  terms  of  this 
settlement  the  lease  to  the  Faculty  Club  expires;  the  Faculty  Club 
House  — considerably  erJianced  in  value,  during  the  period  of  club 
occupancy,  by  improvements  made  by  the  club  — reverts  to  the  College 
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for  other  use,  together  with  physical  equipment  and  furnishings  valued 
at  about  ^3,000;  and  the  College  assumes  the  debts  of  the  club,  which 
also  amount  to  about  $3,000.  During  the  year  1938-39  the  Club  House 
was  operated  by  the  College  as  a Faculty  House  for  those  who  desired 
to  room  or  to  board  there;  but  it  became  clear  as  the  year  went  on 
that  such  operation  would  result  in  a deficit,  and  the  Prudential 
Committee  voted  on  May  10  to  discontinue  such  operation  at  the  end 
of  the  second  semester.  The  house  itself,  being  listed  as  an  endow- 
ment asset,  is  now  at  the  disposal  of  the  Investment  Committee,  which 
plans  to  remodel  it  somewhat  and  to  use  it  as  an  apartment  house. 


Deaths  of  Former  Trustees 


Dr.  Sydney  Dix  Strong,  a member  of  the  Board  from  1903  to 
1908,  died  in  Seattle  on  December  30,  1938.  A traveler  and  resident 
in  many  countries,  he  was  a strong  advocate  of  world  peace. 

Reference  is  made  in  Section  VI  of  this  report  to  the  death 
of  Dr.  Robert  E.  Brown,  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  1920 
to  1929. 
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II.  Gifts  and  Bequests 


The  funds  received  as  gifts  and  bequests  in  the  course  of 
the  year  amounted  to  $83,339.  Gifts  to  capital,  including  bequests, 
amounted  to  $35,658;  gifts  for  current  use  amounted  to  $47,681. 

The  gifts  to  capital  Include  a gift  of  $4,000  from  Jir.  and 
Mrs.  M.  P.  Lauer  of  Akron,  Ohio,  to  establish  the  "M.  Woods  Lauer 
Memorial  Fund"  in  memory  of  their  son,  a member  of  the  Class  of  1940, 
who  died  during  his  undergraduate  course  at  Oberlin,  the  income  of  the 
fund  to  be  used  for  graduate  study,  preference  to  be  given  in  the  award 
of  the  scholarship  to  members  of  the  Class  of  1940.  They  Include  also 
several  bequests,  among  them  a bequest  of  $10,000  from  Jason  A.  Barber, 
•79,  to  establish  a fund  for  student  aid;  a bequest  of  $9,360  from 
Reuben  Eddy  Loveland,  '90,  and  Genevra  Jackson  Loveland  to  establish 
a fund  to  aid  needy  and  worthy  students;  and  a bequest  of  $4,000  from 
Mrs.  Emma  S,  Wright  to  establish  the  Cassius  E.  Wright  Scholarship 
Fund. 


The  gifts  for  current  use  include  $7,587  for  special  scholar- 
ship aid  from  many  donors,  among  them  alumni  groups  and  other  club 
groups  in  various  sections  of  the  country;  a gift  of  $1,000  from  Mrs. 
Percy  B.  V/llliaras  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  collection  es- 
tablished by  her  in  memory  of  her  son,  Kenneth  F.  Williams;  a gift  of 
$850  from  Dr.  Haskell  and  Professor  Stetson  for  oscillograph  work  in 
the  Department  of  Psychology;  a gift  of  $1,500  from  Miss  Mary  M.  Vial, 
for  the  current  operating  expense  of  Allen  Hospital;  and  a further 
gift  of  $1,714  from  Mr.  R.  T.  Millor,  Jr.,  toward  the  costs  of  the 
Memorial  Gateway  and  of  the  Open  Air  Theatre  which  is  to  be  con- 
structed on  the  north  side  of  the  Auditorium.  There  should  be  noted, 
also,  a gift  of  $3,000  from  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  for  the  support 
of  productive  work  and  research,  and  a gift  of  $400  from  the  Carnegie 
Insii-tute -«.t  7ifashington,  for  research  in  Botany. 

The  gifts  of  the  year  include  not  only  the  funds  mentioned 
above,  but  also  a large  number  of  contributions  of  books,  pieces  of 
equipment,  and  objects  of  art.  The  gifts  of  the  last  type  alone  were 
valued  at  about  $7,000.  They  include  paintings  — among  them  three 
given  by  Mrs.  F.  F.  Prentiss  and  others  given  by  two  of  the  Trustees; 
pieces  of  sculpture  — among  them  an  early  Roman  portrait  head  given 
by  Dr.  Edward  Capps,  Sr.;  prints  — among  them  some  given  by  Mrs. 
Malcolm  L.  McBride;  and  a variety  of  other  welcome  art  objects. 
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III.  Needs 


^ ^ Our  need  for  buildings  remains  heartbreakingly  great.  There 

IS  no  finer  college  faculty  in  the  country;  there  is  no  finer  student 
body  in  the  country;  and  our  collections  of  books  and  apparatus  are 
excellent.  But  much  of  the  teaching  is  done  under  conditions  v.'hich 
seriously  limit  its  efficacy;  and  a good  deal  of  the  living  is  done 
under  conditions  of  which  we  are  far  from  proud.  If  substantial  help 
does  not  cone  soon,  the  adverse  conditions  will  begin  to  tell  on  the 
quality  of  both  faculty  and  student  body. 

We  have  building  needs  for  every  purse  v/hich  contains  as 
much  as  $50,000.  That  sum  would  build  a residence  for  about  ty/enty- 
five  men.  The  costs  of  other  needed  buildings  would  range  from  $75,000 
to  $1,000,000  — this  last  for  a complete  Science  Quadrangle.  And  if 
there  are  any  givers  who  would  like  to  help  in  this  field  but  cannot 
give  as  much  as  $50,000,  their  gifts  may  be  assigned  to  a Building 
Fund,  and  be  used  when  the  total  has  reached  enough  to  build  one 
building. 


During  the  year  just  past  the  President  y/as  asked  by  the 
Alumni  Association  to  prepare  a list  of  possible  uses  for  a gift  of 
$2,000;  and  by  the  Class  of  1958  for  a list  of  possible  uses  for  a 
gift  of  $150.  Both  lists  were  gladly  and  carefully  prepared,  the  first 
listing  twelve  possibilities,  and  the  second  listing  tv/enty-one  possi- 
bilities. The  President  will  be  glad  to  send  copies  of  these  lists  to 
any  who  would  like  to  have  them,  or  to  prepare  and  send  similar  lists 
of  possible  uses  for  gifts  of  other  amounts. 

Particularly  welcome,  just  at  this  time,  would  be  gifts  to- 
ward the  purchase  of  paintings  or  pieces  of  sculpture  for  the  Art 
Museum.  Mr.  P.  T.  Miller,  Jr.,  has  reformulated  his  generous  offer 
to  the  College  with  regard  to  such  gifts,  and  has  extended  to  Commence- 
m.ent,  1940,  the  time  within  which  the  College  may  meet^his  conditions. 

As  the  offer  now  stands,  Mr.  Miller  will  contribute  $53,555  for  addi- 
tions to  the  collections  of  the  Alien  Art  Museum  if  the  College  succeeds 
in  securing  from  donors  an  equal  amount  in  money  for  the  same  purpose, 
together  with  gifts  of  art  objects  totaling  $35,535  in  value. 
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IV.  Work  of  the  President 


The  special  tasks  of  the  year  for  the  President  as  Trustee 
were  preparatory  to  the  reports  of  the  standing  Conimittee  on  Pensions 
end  the  special  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  By-Laws. 

With  much  volunteer  student  assistance  and  much  office 
assistance  he  brought  to  virtual  completion  the  study  of  student  ac- 
tivities which  is  referred  to  in  Section  VII  of  this  report,  and  he 
designed,  and,  with  the  assistance  of  Dean  Wittke  and  his  staff,  carried 
forward  a study  of  courses  taken  by  members  of  the  Class  of  1939.  This 
study  will  be  completed  in  the  Autumn  of  1939. 

In  the  first  semester  he  gave  a special  course  in  Italian 
literature  for  a graduate  student. 

He  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Ohio  Rhodes  Scholarship  Committee 
for  the  year. 

In  the  field  of  peace  the  main  event  of  the  year  for  him  was 
the  launching  of  the  plan  for  a federal  union  of  the  leading  democracies, 
as  set  forth  by  Clarence  K.  Streit  in  his  book  Union  Now.  To  the  pro- 
motion of  this  plan  the  President  gave  much  time  and  strength  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  year.  He  spoke  for  the  plan  in  Akron  and  Pitts- 
burgh (to  Alumni  Associations  in  these  two  cases),  in  New  York,  and  in 
and  around  Oberlin;  and  broadcast  for  it  from  Cleveland.  Together  with 
President  Aydelotte  of  Swarthmore,  Mr.  Henry  S.  Dennison,  and  others, 
he  is  a member  of  the  National  Executive  Committee  of  the  Inter- 
democracy Federal  Unionists. 

Other  activities  in  the  field  of  peace  were  membership  in 
the  Cleveland  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  to  which  Dr.  Emeny  is 
giving  an  able  and  distinguished  chairmanship;  participation  in  the 
Conference  of  One  Hundred,  held  in  7/ashington  on  April  15  and  16,  1939, 
which  went  on  record  as  favoring  a discriminatory  type  of  neutrality, 
and  led  to  the  formation  of  the  American  Union  for  Concerted  Peace 
Efforts;  and  in  Oberlin,  talks  on  the  problem  of  neutrality,  and  par- 
ticipation in  the  student  ”Peace-Day”  Congress,  to  which  reference  is 
made  below. 

The  President  attended  the  Congress  on  Education  for  Demo- 
cracy held  in  mid-August  in  New  York  City  under  the  sponsorship  of 
Columbia  University,  and  presided  at  the  general  session  devoted  to  the 
Contribution  of  Religion  to  Education  for  Democracy. 

The  President  regards  his  work  in  the  field  of  peace  as  be- 
ing intimately  connected  with  the  educational  effort  of  the  College. 

What  is  the  use  of  giving  four  years  of  laborious  and  expensive  educa- 
tiorial  care  to  these  fine  young  men  and  women  if  their  lives  .are  pre- 
sently to  be  shattered,  in  one  way  or  another,  by  war  and  the  conse- 
quences of  war? 
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V.  Emeritus  Teachers  and  Officers 


Dr.  Delphine  Hanna.,  though  unable  to  visit  Oberlin,  has 
followed  with ^ great  interest  the  construction  of  the  Hales  Memorial 
Gymnasium,  which  goes  so  far  and  so  finely  toward  the  fruition  of  her 
hopes  for  the  Department  of  Physical  Education  for  Women.  By  a for- 
tunate coincidence  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  took  place  on  her 
eighty-fourth  birthday,  December  2,  1958.  The  College  exchanged  tele- 
graphic greetings  with  her  on  that  day. 

Many  of  the  chapel  talks  and  other  addresses  which  have 
formed  so  large  and  fine  a part  of  Professor  Fullerton's  devoted  ser- 
vice to  Oberlin  are  gathered  in  his  Essays  & Sketches.  Oberlin,  1904- 
-19 S4  — a beautifully  made  volume  published  for  Oberlin  Coll-ege  by  the 
Yale  University  Press.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association 
Professor  Fullerton  v/as  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Medal  of  the 
Association,  as  is  noted  in  Section  X of  this  report. 

Professor  Savage's  wise  influence  is  still  sought  and  still 
active  at  meetings  of  nationfil  organizations  concerned  with  athletic 
problems. 


A notable  volume  by  Professor  Upton  has  appeared  as  one  of 
the  "Colum.bia  University  Studies  in  Musicology"  — a biography  of 
Anthony  Philip  Heinrich,  the  most  commanding  figure  as  a composer  in 
America  before  1860.  The  work  is  valuable  not  only  in  its  record  of 
a life  well  worth  recording,  but  as  a contribution  to  the  cultural 
history  of  America  in  the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Pro- 
fessor Upton  has  received  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation  a grant  which 
will  enable  him  to  revise  and  complete  Oscar  G.  Sonneck' s BiblioRraphy 
of  Early  Secular  American  Music. 

Mr.  George  M.  Jones  v/orked  throughout  the  year  on  his  ex- 
ceedingly valuable  comprehensive  card-index  of  all  important  facts  con- 
cerning Oberlin  College.  For  this  purpose  he  is  using  the  minutes  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Prudential  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Faculties  and  Councils;  the  Annual  Catalogues  and 
Reports;  the  Alumni  Catalogues;  the  Alumni  Maga zine ; the  main  student 
publications;  Oberlin  newspapers;  and  books  about  Oberlin.  The  index 
is  now'  complete  for  the  period  1833-1866;  and  much  work  has  been  done 
for  the  later  period,  especially  for  the  last  twelve  years. 

Professor  Burtt  taught  in  the  Oberlin  High  School  for  several 
weeks  in  the  Autumn,  during  the  absence  of  one  of  the  regular  teachers. 

Professor  Charles  Henry  Adams  V.'ager  died  on  July  1,  1959, 
after  several  years  of  increasing  suffering  — Professor  Wager,  who 
deserved  so  gentle  and  serene  an  old  age.  In  his  combination  of  keen 
scholarship,  sensitive  appreciation,  and  the  power  of  conveying  so  per- 
fectly that  which  he  so  finely  perceived  and  felt,  he  v/as  the  ideal 
college  teacher  of  great  literature.  Professor  Jelliffe's  Memorial 
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Minute  pays  him  fair  tribute; 

For  his  colleagues  and  the  ever  increasing  number 
of  his  other  friends  he  was  a constant  and  brilliant  pattern 
of  excellence*  His  soul  was  like  a star  — but  it  did  not 
dwell  apart.  It  shed  grace  and  radiance  upon  his  every  word 
and  deed.  It  made  immediate  end  friendly  overtures  to  one 
and  all,  drawing  from  them  the  noblest  response  of  which 
each  one  was  capable  . . . 

Without  stint,  throughout  the  days  of  his  years, 
he  lavished  on  others  the  wealth  of  his  inexhaustible  spirit, 
quickening  in  them  thereby 

a sense  sublime 

Of  something  far  more  deeply  interfused. 

Whose  dwelling  is  the  light  of  setting  suns. 

And  the  round  ocean  and  the  living  air. 

And  the  blue  sky,  and  in  the  mind  of  man. 

For  the  generations  of  Oberlin  students  who  sat  at 
his  feet  and  hearkened  to  his  words  he  was  an  awakening  to 
the  fineness  and  richness  of  life.  By  virtue  of  his  genius  as 
a preceptor  of  youth,  and  by  virtue,  even  more,  of  the  lofty 
level  on  which  he  maintained  his  own  being,  he  kindled  in  them 
the  inextinguishable  flame  of  devotion  to  the  things  of  the 
mind  and  the  things  of  the  spirit. 

They  knew  it,  and  many  of  them  told  him  so.  In  his  last  years 
he  lived  amid  such  a sunlit  cloud  of  gratitude  as  seldom  on  this  earth 
surrounds  even  its  noblest  men.

minated through  retirement  or  expiration  of  appointment:  Secretary 
Jones;  Professors  Burtt,  Chapin,  Susan  P.  Nichols,  and  Utterback;  Asso- 
ciate Professor  Anne  B.  Sturgis;  Messrs.  Croley,  Hudgins,  Jamerson, 
Steven,  and  Walter;  Miss  Bezazian,  Miss  Fish,  Miss  Howell,  Miss  Ladd, 
and  Miss  Schneider;  Mrs.  Mabel  D.  Brown,  and  Mrs.  Torrance.

Deaths 


Robert  Elliott  Brown,  member,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  from 
1920  to  1929,  when  he  was  appointed  on  the  Edward  Increase  Bosworth 
Endowment  as  our  first  Professor  of  Practical  Theology  and.  Human  Rela- 
tions, was  taken  suddenly  ill  in  October,  1936,  and  died  on  November  25. 
The  extraordinary  luminousness  of  his  life  made  his  death  very  startling 
and  very  grievous  to  the  whole  college  community.  As  a Trustee,  he  was 
always  eager,  always  cooperative..  It  was  good  to  have  him  sitting  in 
the  meetings  of  the  Board,  rich  in  understanding,  ready  in  humor,  and 
radiant  with  good  will.  His  life  as  a member  of  the  faculty,  while  it 
centered  in  his  special  ministry,  in  Oberlin  and  in  the  field,  to  the 
students  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Theology,  overflowed  in  friendliness 
and  helpfulness  throughout  the  College.  None  among  us  gave  of  himself 
more  richly;  to  none  among  us  came  richer  returns  of  gratitude  and 
affection.  A student  editorial  written  soon  after  his  death  closed 
with  the  words;  "The  world  has  lost  a great  scholar;  Christianity  has 
lost  a great  minister;  Oberlin  has  lost  a great  professor  — but  most 
important  of  all,  you  and  I have  lost  Dr.  Brown."  The  Minute  adopted 
in  his  honor  by  the  General  Faculty  has  this  as  one  of  its  central 
sentences;  "Ever  rejoicing  to  preach  goodness  and  truth  and  to  dis- 
close beauty,  be  manifested  these  in  a spirit  noble,  generous  and  free." 
A booklet  containing  memorial  tributes  to  Dr.  Brown  by  Dean  Graham,  Pro- 
fessor Hamilton,  Professor  Lord,  Erwin  Britton  (a  student),  and  the 
President  was  privately  printed  in  1939. 
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j ,,  9^  December  7,  only  two  weeks  after  the  death  of  Dr.  Brown, 

Dahaiirine-Johnston,  who  had  been  Directrice  de  la 
Maison  Francaise  since  its  establishment  in  1927,  died  after  a brief 
1 e had  been  remarkably  successful  in  her  work,  which  she  re- 

garded  not  only  as  an  opportunity  for  the  friendly  and  homelike  teaching 
of  the  many  students  — some  400  in  the  twelve  years  of  her  service  — 
who  lived  or  ate  at  the  Maison,  but  also  as  a means  of  contributing  to 
e cu  tural  life  of  the  College  and  of  fostering  mutual  appreciation 
and  esteem  between  the  country  of  her  birth  and  the  country  of  her 
adoption.  She  was  courageous,  open-hearted,  of  a lively  intelligence, 

and  very  generous  in  her  devoted  loyalty  to  her  students  and  to  the 
College. 


Miss  Gertrude  Caward  Ely,  who  had  served  faithfully  and  well 
since  1930  as  Librarian  of  the  Conservatory,  died  on  July  9,  1939. 


Publications  and  Research 

The  typewritten  list  of  the  main  publications  of  the  faculty 
printed  during  the  college  year  1938-39  is  filed  in  the  Office  of  the 
Secretary.

Faculty  Actions 

The  General  Faculty,  at  a special  meeting  held  on  December  1, 
1958,  passed  the  folloT/ing  resolution,  suggested  by  conditions  in  Ger- 
many, but  applicable  also  to  similar  conditions  elsewhere: 

In  view  of  the  Increasingly  clear  evidence  that 
minority  groups  as  well  as  institutions  of  higher  learning 
in  Germany  are  suffering  from  systematic  mistreatment  at  the 
hands  of  the  present  German  government , and  believing  as  we 
do  in  the  inalienable  right  of  the  individual  to  freedom  of 
thought  and  speech,  in  the  obligation  of  government  to  serve 
all  its  members,  and  in  the  value  of  an  all-inclusive  ideal 
of  brotherhood. 

We,  the  Faculty  of  Oberlin  College,  wish  hereby  to 
put  ourselves  on  record  as  deploring  racial  and  religious  per- 
secution and  the  curbing  of  freedom  of  speech,  and  as  being 
utterly  opposed  on  moral  and  conscientious  grounds  to  all 
such  violation  of  personal,  human  rights,  wherever  such 
violation  may  occur. 

The  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  took  a very 
important  step  at  a meeting  held  on  January  17,  1939,  in  redefining  its 
requirements  as  to  foreign  languages  and  mathematics  as  follows: 

Foreign  language  requirement:  The  combined  en- 
trance and  graduation  requirements  in  foreign  languages  con- 
sist of  three  years  in  some  one  language,  either  ancient  or 
modern,  and  two  years  in  another  language.  At  least  one  year 
of  this  work  must  be  taken  in  college;  two  years,  if  the 
study  of  the  language  is  begun  in  college.  It  is  expected 
that  that  part  of  the  requirement  to  be  met  in  college  will 
be  met  during  the  first  two  years.  Students  who  present  six 
or  more  units  of  credit  in  foreign  languages  at  entrance  may 
be  released  from  the  foreign  language  requirements  in  college 
upon  successfully  passing  a proficiency  test  to  be  given  by 
the  language  departments  concerned,  but  shall  not  receive 
college  credit  toward  graduation  on  the  basis  of  these  pro- 
ficiency tests. 

2.  Mathematics  requirement:  The  combined  entrance 
and  graduation  requirements  in  mathematics  consist  of  three 
years,  as  follov/s  — one  year  of  elementary  algebra,  one  year 
of  plane  geometry,  and  either  one  year  of  intermediate  algebra, 
or  one-half  year  of  advanced  secondary  algebra  plus  one-half 
year  of  solid  geometry,  trigonometry,  or  college  algebra.  It 
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is  expected  that  that  part  of  the  requirement  to  be  met  in 
college  will  he  met  in  the  first  year. 

The  most  important  phase  of  this  action  would  appear  to  be 
the  fact  that  in  the  new  statement  entrance  and  graduation  reqn-T  renient s 
are  combined . This  means  that  the  continuity  of  the  educational  pro- 
cess in  high  school  and  college  is  officially  and  effectively  recognized. 

On  February  7,  1939,  the  same  faculty  took  another  important 
action,  in  respect  to  standards  required  for  admission  to  candidacy  for 
the  master’s  degree.  The  new  statement  is  as  follows: 

Graduates  of  Oberlin  or  any  other  college  approved 
by  the  Association  of  American  Universities,  the  American 
Association  of  University  7/omen,  the  North  Central  Associa- 
tion, or  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  who  have  graduated  with  a 
scholarship  record  that  would  place  them  in  the  upper  third 
of  their  class,  will  be  admitted  to  graduate  status  as  candi- 
dates for  the  M.A.  degree,  after  approval  of  the  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  the  departments  concerned. 

Students  who  can  not  meet  these  requirements  may  be  admitted 
to  graduate  study  with  a view  to  later  admission  to  candidacy 
for  the  degree. 

In  this  case  Oberlin  is  a step  in  advance:  the  university  gradu- 
ate schools  of  arts  and  sciences  have  talked  about  raising  their  standards 
of  admission,  but,  so  far  as  the  President  is  aware,  have  done  nothing 
effective  about  it.  They  still  admit  quite  too  leniently  — with  the 
result  that  many  graduate  students  undertake  more  than  they  can  perform, 
and  that  the  general  level  of  graduate  work  is  necessarily  somewhat 
lowered.

Freshman  Ability 


Oberlin  College  stood  second  among  365  colleges  and  univer- 
sities whose  freshmen  took  the  American  Council  of  Education  Psycho- 
logical Examination  in  September,  1938.  Ninety-five  per  cent  of  the 
Oberlin  freshman  class  of  349  were  in  the  upper  half  of  the  national 
distribution;  and  half  of  them  were  in  the  upper  thirteen  per  cent  of 
the  national  distribution.  Only  five  per  cent  of  the  Oberlin  students 
were  below  the  median  point  for  the  71,084  students  who  took  the  exam- 
inations. The  college  which  took  the  first  place  had  a total  enrolment 
of  only  ten  students  in  the  freshman  class.  In  the  past  three  years 
Oberlin  has  ranked  second,  third  and  fifth  among  the  colleges  repre- 
sented. 


Extra-curricular  Activities 


The  elaborate  study  of  student  participation  in  extra- 
curricular activities  which  was  begun  in  1936-37,  and  referred  to  in 
the  report  for  that  year,  was  finally  brought  to  virtual  completion  in 
thei  Summer  of  1939.  The  report  of  the  study  is  to  be  printed  in  full 
in  an  early  number  of  the  Review;  and  copies  will  be  sent  to  the  Trus- 
tees. A report  of  the  study  will  presumably  appear,  also,  in  one  of 
the  educational  journals.  The  field  of  extra-curricular  activities 
deserves  much  more  extensive  and  careful  study  than  it  has  ever  re- 
ceived: our  study  of  the  situation  in  Oberlin  appears  to  represent  a 
new  type  of  investigation  and  report. 

We  have  a complete  record  of  all  student  participation  in  all 
of  our  extra-curricular  activities  for  the  year ' 1937-38 : a complete  list 
of  the  115  student  organizations  functioning  in  that  year;  a list  of 
each  type  of  activity  in  each  organization  — officership,  committee 
chairmanship,  committee  membership,  other  special  activities,  general 
active  membership,  or  mere  membership  — with  each  type  rated,  accord- 
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ing  to  the  intensity  of  participation  involved,  as  0 (offlcership  or 
committee  chairmanship),  A (committee  membership  or  other  special  ac- 
^ (general  active  membership)  or  x (mere  membership) j a com- 
plete membership  list  for  each  of  the  organizations,  with  specifications 
as  to  the  persons  holding  offices  and  engaging  in  special  activities, 
so  that  one  of  the  four  ratings  mentioned  above  can  be  given  to  each 
student  for  each  organization;  and  finally,  a complete  list  of  the  stu- 
dent body  for  1937-38  with  an  entry  for  each  name  indicating  the  organ- 
izations in  which  the  student  in  question  participated  in  that  year, 
with  the  rating  appropriate  to  the  student’s  activity  in  each  such 
organization. 

Some  of  the  main  results  may  be  Indicated  briefly  here.  The 
undergraduate  body  consisted  of  1,584  students.  Of  these,  1,590  parti- 
cipated in  one  or  more  of  the  organizations  listed,  and  194  did  not. 
Those  participating  constituted  87 .7%  of  the  total  number;  those  not 
participating,  12.3%.  The  total  number  of  participations  was  3,893  — 
an  average  of  about  two  and  one-half  participations  per  student.  No. 
student  had  more  than  three  0 ratings.  Six  students  had  three  such 
ratings;  60  had  two  0 ratings. 

There  was  practically  no  difference  betv/een  the  College  and 
the  Conservatory  in  the  percentage  of  participation.  The  participation 
is  spread  fairly  evenly  over  the  four  classes,  though  the  number  of  0 
ratings  increases  from  year  to  year.  Women  participate  more  exten- 
sively than  men;  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  in  v/hich  the 
numbers  of  men  and  women  are  about  equal,  the  percentage  of  men  par- 
ticipating was  80.8;  the  percentage  of  women  participating  was  95.3. 

A study  of  the  relationship  between  extensive  extra-curricu- 
lar activity  and  grades  shov/s  that  the  scholastic  average  of  the  58 
students  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  who  had  three  or  two  0 
ratings  was  considerably  higher  than  the  scholastic  average  of  the 
college  body  as  a whole.  No  causal  relation  is  suggested.  A study 
of  the  relationship  between  grades  and  non-participation,  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Arts  and  Sciences,  shows  that  the  scholastic  average  of  the 
non-participants  was  almost  exactly  the  same  as  the  scholastic  average 
of  the  undergraduate  body  as  a whole.  The  participation  of  students 
elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  the  class  studied  was  slightly  more  ex- 
tensive and  intensive  than  that  of  the  student  body  as  a whole. 


The  Peace  Society  and  the  Public  Affairs  Society 

Both  these  organizations  had  notably  good  years.  The  two 
main  events  arranged  by  the  Peace  Society  were  an  Economic  Peace  Con- 
ference, held  on  March  27  and  28;  and  the  Peace  Day  program,  covering 
April  19  and  20.  The  visiting  speakers  at  the  Economic  Peace  Con- 
ference, both  very  successful,  were  Dr.  Frederick  L.  Schuman,  Professor 
of  Government  at  Williams  College,  and  Dr.  Eugene  Staley,  Professor  of 
International  Economics  at  the  Fletcher  School  of  Law  and  Diplomacy. 

For  the  purposes  of  Peace  Day,  ninety-six  students  took  the 
part  of  members  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States.  On  the  afternoon 
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of  April  19  members  of  a Committee  on  Neutrality  and  of  a Committee  on 
the  Ludlow  Referendum  held  lively  sessions.  The  hour  Assembly,  held 
the  next  day,  was  planned  as  a special  session  of  the  Senate.  The 
President,  taking,  by  student  request,  the  part  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  read  a "Message  to  Congress,"  after  which  two  stu- 
dents, the  majority  and  minority  leaders  of  the  Neutrality  Committee, 
presented  their  opposing  views.  During  the  afternoon  the  two  commit- 
tees met  again  for  discussion,  and  in  the  evening,  at  a final  session 
attended  by  some  500  students,  there  was  heated  debate  on  the  reports 
of  the  two  committees.  It  was  voted  to  place  an  embargo  on  aggressor 
nations;  and  a resolution  vms  passed  urging  all  those  who  had  attended 
sessions  of  our  Senate  to  write  to  their  Senators  in  Washington,  giving 
their  own  personal  opinions  on  the  neutrality  issue. 

The  excellent  program  of  the  Public  Affairs  Society,  too  ex- 
tensive for  adequate  report  here,  included  nineteen  different  meetings. 
Among  the  speakers  sponsored  by  this  Society  were  John  W.  Bricker  and 
Charles  A,  Sawyer,  then  candidates  for  the  governorship  of  Ohio;  Pro- 
fessor Boyd  H.  Bode  of  the  Ohio  State  University  and  Professor  Mortimer 
J.  Adler  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  who  debated  theories  of  college 
education;  and  former  governor  La  Follette  of  Wisconsin. 


The  New  York  Times 

Late  in  January  the  President  offered  to  provide  a subscrip- 
tion to  the  New  York  Times  for  February  and  March  for  any  group  of  five 
or  more  students  who  would  undertake  to  read  the  international  news 
regularly  throughout  that  period.  The  number  of  groups  taking  up  the 
offer  was  sixty-eight  — a good  indication  of  the  extent  of  serious 
student  interest  in  interm tione.l  affairs. 


Women' s Synposla 

The  Y.W.C.A.  held  a symposium  in  October,  the  purpose  being 
to  increase  the  opportunity  for  the  participation  of  students  in  the 
program  and  in  the  formulation  of  policies  of  this  increasingly  active 
campus  organization.  The  main  speaker  was  Mrs.  Austin  L.  Kimball, 
President  of  the  National  Y.W.C.A. 

The  third  Symposium  on  Occupations  for  V/omen  was  held,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Women’s  Self  Government  League,  on  February  17  and 
18.  The  program  opened,  at  a special  Assembly  for  women,  with  a talk 
^ Mrs.  Florence  S.  Robnett,  Managing  Director  of  the  Intercollegiate 
B^eau  of  Occupations,  on  "The  Place  of  College  Women  in  the  Occupa- 
tional World  Today."  After  luncheon  in  the  dormitories  the  thirty 
guest  speakers  — many  of  them  alumnae  of  recent  years  who  have  al- 
ready won  distinction  in  their  several  fields  ~ conducted  sectional 
raee  mgs  which  dealt  with  twenty-two  different  occupations.  A banquet 
that  eyerung  was  followed  by  a demonstration  clinic  on  how  to  applv 
or  a job  and  hov/  not  to  apply  for  one,  a coeducational  revue,  and  an 
informal  reception.  On  the  second  day  round  table  discussions  were 
scheduled,  and  students  were  given  opportunity  to  talk  with  the  speakers. 
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Prior  to  the  symposiun  women  students  were  asked  to  fill  out  vocational 
interest  blanks,  to  serve  as  an  aid  in  the  choice  of  meetings  to  be 
attended  by  them;  registration  blanks;  and  cards  for  the  Bureau  of 
Appointments  to  help  that  Bureau  keep  students  informed  in  the  future 
of  the  visits  of  business  representatives  to  the  campus. 


Our  Lady*  3 Ju^Tgler 

"Our  Lady's  Juggler,"  a pageant  adapted  by  Professor  Artz 
from  an  old  French  legend,  and  given  previously  in  Oberlin  in  1927  and 
1928,  was  repeated  in  June,  with  Mrs.  Gonna  Bell  Shaw  playing  the  role 
of  the  juggler,  the  same  role  which  she  had  played  twice  as  a student. 
The  pageant  was  given  at  sunset  on  the  Chapel  Plaza,  which  represented 
the  market  place  of  a town  in  Burgundy  about  the  year  1400.  Here,  be- 
fore the  Cistercian  monastery  famed  for  its  wonder-v^orking  statue  of  the 
Virgin,  came  jugglers,  monks  and  friars,  ill-clad  beggars,  well-to-do 
tradesmen,  lords  and  ladies,  gypsies,  peddlers,  all  the  varied  life  and 
color  of  a mediaeval  town,  to  dance,  to  trade,  to  worship.  And  here, 
around  the  central  figure  of  the  juggler,  and  before  the  candle-lighted 
statue  of  the  Virgin,  the  color  and  movement  of  the  actors  were  blended 
into  a rich  whole  by  the  music  of  choir,  of  orchestra,  of  organ,  and  of 
chapel  bells.  Three  hundred  students  participated,  and  many  faculty 
members  contributed  time  and  thought,  to  make  this  production,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Women' s Athletic  Association,  one  of  the  most 
elaborate  and  successful  of  the  events  in  which,  in  recent  years, 
Oberlin  has  sought  to  combine  many  related  arts  and  skills.

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IX.  The  Plant 
The  Hales  Gynmasluni 

As  noted  in  the  previous  report,  ground  was  broken  for  the 
new  gymnasium  on  August  9,  1938.  Construction  began  early  in  the  Autumn, 
and  on  December  2,  1938,  following  a special  assembly,  the  cornerstone 
was  laid  by  Mr.  Hales,  with  workmanlike  care.  The  building  was  finished 
just  before  Commencement,  and  was  dedicated  on  Commencement  Monday, 

June  12,  in  a very  happy  and  very  largely  attended  ceremony,  at  which, 
after  an  introductory  statement  by  Mr.  Cutler,  Superintendent  of  Con- 
struction, and  brief  remarks  by  Mrs.  Rich  on  the  purpose  of  the  build- 
ing, Mr.  Hales  himself  gave  a simple,  straightforv/ard  talk,  very  moving 
in  its  personal  references,  and  Dr.  Moulton  led  the  audience  in  a re- 
sponsive dedication  — the  fine  building  being  thus  completed,  accepted 
and  dedicated  in  honor  of  Mr.  Hales'  mother.  The  new  building  will  add 
immensely,  not  only  to  the  immediate  efficiency  and  happiness' of  those 
who  teach  there,  but  to  the  lifelong  efficiency  and  happiness  of  those 
who  there  are  taught.  The  following  account  of  the  building  was  pre- 
pared by  the  Architect,  Mr.  Richard  A.  Kimball. 

The  Hales  Memorial  is  essentially  a stone  building,  with  sim- 
plified classic  detail.  It  is  so  designed  that  it  is  capable  of  expan- 
sion to  approximately  double  its  present  size  with  a minimum  of  disturb- 
ance to  existing  construction. 

Its  component  parts  are  a high  rectangular  gymnasium  building 
running  east  and  west  with  a segmentally  arched  roof,  a low  office  and 
classroom  portion  facing  Lorain  Street,  and  a low  wing  extending  north 
to  the  Crane  Swimming  Pool. 

The  south  and  west  facades  are  entirely  of  warm  gray  Indiana 
limestone,  through  which  are  cut  large  rectangular  window  openings. 

The  window  sash  are  of  steel,  with  horizontal  ventilators.  The  roof 
is  of  a fireproof  composition. 

In  the  entrance  hall,  which  is  lit  by  three  high  windows, 
stairs  of  brown  terrazzo  lead  up  in  the  center  to  the  upper  or  gymna- 
sium floor,  and  do?m  on  each  side  to  the  lower  or  locker-room  floor. 

On  the  walls  is  a wainscot  of  buff  Botticino  marble.  The  lighting 
fixtures,  bulletin  boards  and  handrails  are  of  brushed  aluminum. 

Off  the  upper  hall  are  the  gymnasium  room  in  the  center,  the 
director's  and  secretary's  offices  on  one  side,  and  the  library  on  the 
other. 


The  gymnasium  room  is  one  hundred  and  ten  feet  long,  seventy 
feet  wide,  and  thirty-four  feet  high.  The  floor  is  of  a special  re- 
silient construction.  It  is  marked  in  contrasting  colors  for  a large 
variety  of  games  and  classwork.  The  walls  are  of  washable  terra  cotta 
to  a height  of  six  feet,  and  of  concrete  blocks  above.  ^ The  glass  in 
the  windows  on  three  sides  of  the  room  is  treated  to  diffuse  the  light. 
Ventilation  and  heating  are  by  means  of  ducts  at  the  ceiling,  which  is 
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finished  with  sound-absorbent  material  to  prevent  reverberation. 

In  the  lower  story,  which  Is  only  partially  below  grade, 
great  ca,re  was  exercised  to  keep  the  windov.'s  large  and  the  rooms  light 
and  cheerful.  In  order  to  avoid  the  gloom  often  found  In  basements. 

The  main  part  of  the  lower  story  consists  of  the  locker  room, 
which  Is  decorated  somewhat  In  the  manner  of  a lounge,  and  Is  spacious 
enough  to  accommodate.  In  addition  to  lockers  and  dressing  benches, 
such  Indoor  activities  as  table  tennis  end  shuffleboerd . A special 
portion  of  the  locker  room  is  reserved  for  the  use  of  major  students. 

Other  parts  of  the  lower  story  contain  shower  rooms,  baths, 
a drying  room,  dressing  rooms  and  compartments,  lavatories,  a linen 
room,  storage  closets,  offices,  ana  a meeting  room. 

The  building  is  entirely  of  fireproof  construction,  and  is 
equipped  vdth  hose  cabinets  and  fire  extinguishers  as  required  by  state 
and  insurance  codes.  It  has  both  outside  and  intercommunicating  tele- 
phones, and  is  v.dred  for  the  future  installation  of  such  radio  or  pub- 
lic address  systems  as  the  development  of  teaching  methods  may  require. 
The  details  and  the  materials  throughout  have  been  kept  simple,  sani- 
tary, and  such  as  to  make  maintenance  economical. 


Use  of  the  Cox-Cochran  Fund 

The  income  from  the  Cox-Cochran  Endowment,  established  to 
provide  for  special  repairs  and  improvements  in  the  Chapel  and  the 
Administration  Building,  was  used  during  the  year  to  install  new  lights 
in  the  Chapel  — which  were  a very  great  improvement  over  the  glaring 
lights  originally  installed  — and  to  take  care  of  various  special 
repair  items  in  each  of  the  two  buildings. 


The  Arboretum  and  the  Ladies  Grove 

In  the  Hall  Arboretum  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  trees  of 
about  fifty  varieties  were  planted,  making  a total  of  more  than  a 
thousand  trees  now  growing  there . 

The  channel  of  Plum  Creek  in  nearly  all  its  course  through 
Oberlln  had  gotten  into  bad  condition,  particularly  in  the  Ladies 
Grove,  where  the  banks  were  being  undermined  and  the  trees  near  the 
creek  endangereo . The  repair  of  the  channel  has  been  carried  on  as  a 
l^.P.A.  project,  the  College  sharing  the  expense.  A stone  riprap  has 
been  built  on  the  banks  of  the  creek  in  the  Ladies  Grove.  The  repair 
work  on  the  trees  in  the  Grove  — some  of  them  very  old  indeed  — has 
been  continued . 
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X.  Special  Matters 
Supplementary  Instruction 

Oberlin  College  has  at  the  present  time  five  endowments  for 
lectures  in  special  fields:  the  Baldwin  Lectureship  for  lectures  in 
art;  the  Haskell  Lectureship  for  lectures  on  "Oriental  literature  in 
its  relations  to  the  Bible  and  Christian  teachings";  the  Nellie  Heldt 
Lecture  Fund  for  lectures  "on  some  humanitarian  or  scientific  subject 
which  might  be  deemed  important  to  the  time";  the  Charles  Beebe  Martin 
Lectureship  for  lectures  on  classical  subjects;  and  the  Mead-Swing 
Foundation,  half  the  income  from  which  is  for  lectures,  of  which  half 
are  to  be  in  the  field  of  religion  and  half  in  the  field  of  science.

"Gothic  Architecture  in  Florence";  Professor  Paul  Frankl,  formerly  of  the 
University  of  Halle,  "Late  Gothic  Architecture";  Professor  Kenneth  Conant, 
of  Harvard  University,  "The  Holy  Sepulcher";  Miss  Ellen  Johnson,  *33,  of 
the  Toledo  Museum  of  Art,  "Swedish  Art";  Dr.  Rensselaer  W.  Lee,  of  North- 
western University,  "Botticelli";  Dr.  Stephen  B.  Luce,  of  the  Archeo- 
logical Institute  of  America,  "Mediaeval  Greece."  The  Haskell  Lecture- 
ship: Professor  Ephraim  A.  Speiser,  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
two  lectures,  "The  Hurrians  — Fact  and  Fancies"  and  "Four  Millennia 
of  Tepe-Gawra";  and  Dr.  Sydney  Cave,  Principal  of  New  College,  London, 
England,  six  lectures  on  "Hinduism  or  Christianity."  The  Nellie  Heldt 
Lecture  Fund:  Professor  Rufus  M.  Jones,  of  Haverford  College,  *'A  Way  of 
Life  and  Service."  The  Martin  Lectureship:  Dr.  Frank  E.  Adcock,  of  the 
University  of  Cambridge,  England,  four  lectures  on  "The  Roman  Art  of 
War."  The  Mead-Swing  Foundation:  Dr.  R.  W.  Schloerb,  of  the  Hyde  Park 
Baptist  Church  of  Chicago,  two  addresses,  "On  Righting  Wrongs"  and  "On 
Overcoming  Frustration";  and  Dr.  C.  W.  Thornthwaite,  Head  of  the  Climatic 
and  Physiographic  Research  Department  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  "Research  in  Soil  Conservation." 

The  lecture  by  Professor  Jones  was  the  first  given  on  the  Nellie 
Heldt  Fund,  established  in  honor  of  Nellie  Rosa  Heldt,  who  was  for  three 
years  a member  of  the  college  class  of  1933.  In  view  of  her  character 
and  her  combination  of  interests,  it  was  a most  appropriate  and  happy 
thing  that  we  could  have  Professor  Jones  as  the  first  lecturer  for  this 
fund,  and  that  his  theme  should  have  been  the  spirit  and  the  world-wide 
philanthropic  activities  of  the  American  Friends  Service  Committee. 

Lectures  given  on  the  Haskell  Foundation,  the  Nellie  Heldt 
Fund,  and  the  Martin  Foundation  are  regularly  published,  the  expenses 
of  publication  being  borne  by  the  endowments  concerned.  The  Martin 
Classical  Lectures  are  published  in  a very  attractive  uniform  series  by 
the  Harvard  University  Press.  It  is  intended  that  the  Nellie  Heldt 
Lectures  shall  be  published  in  a uniform  series.  The  Haskell  Lectures 
have  not  hitherto  been  uniform  in  respect  to  publication.  The  several

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The  last  mentioned  exhibition  was  undoubtedly  the  most  dis- 
tlnguistied  art  exhibition  ever  held  in  Oberlin.  It  comprised  more  than 
a hundred  paintings  and  works  of  sculptui*e,  so  chosen  as  to  illustrate 
the  development  of  art  through  the  ages  from  the  earliest  times  to  the 
present  day.  The  greatest  works  in  the  exhibition  were  two  portraits 
loaned  by  Mrs.  Prentiss:  a portrait  of  Sir  Bryan  Tuke  by  Holbein,  and 
a "Portrait  of  a Lady"  by  Gerard  Ter  Borch.  Among  the  other  very  notable 
painters  and  sculptors  represented  in  the  collection  were  Cima  da  Coneg- 
liano,  Dosso  Dossi,  Lucas  Cranach,  Tintoretto,  El  Greco,  Goya,  Sir  Joshua 
Reynolds,  Sir  Henry  Raeburn,  Turner,  Constable,  Corot,  Monet,  Matisse, 
Gilbert  Stuart,  Albert  Ryder,  John  Singer  Sargent,  Thomas  Hart  Benton, 
Rodin,  Malvina  Hoffman,  and  Paul  Manshlp.  In  collecting  and  preparing 
the  exhibition  Mr.  Mussey,  now  Director  of  the  Arden  Galleries  in  New 
York  City,  had  the  invaluable  help  of  a voluntary  committee  of  New  York 
alumnae  and  friends  of  the  College,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs. 

William  Francis  Gibbs. 


Broadcasts 


Thirty-two  radio  programs  Involving  Oberlin  faculty  members, 
students,  alumni  and  guests  were  arranged  by  the  College  Publicity  Bureau 
or  called  to  its  attention  during  the  year.  Eighteen  of  these  programs 
were  on  national  networks.  Two  of  the  national  broadcasts  originated 
in  Oberlin:  the  concert  on  January  20,  1939,  directed  by  Mile.  Boulanger, 
and  the  concert  given  on  the  morning  of  Baccalaureate  Sunday  by  the  Con- 
servatory Orchestra  and  senior  soloists.  These  were  the  first  complete 
musical  broadcasts  originating  in  Oberlin.  The  total  number  of  Oberlin 
men  and  women  participating  in  the  thirty-two  broadcasts  was  574  — 
eighteen  faculty  members,  548  students,  and  six  alumni.  The  main 
national  series,  "Oberlin  on  the  Air,"  consisted  of  half-hour  broad- 
casts over  the  Mutual  Network  on  the  first  Saturday  mornings  of  each 
month  from  November  to  June.  Some  of  these  eight  programs  were  entirely 
musical;  others  afforded  discussion  of  various  subjects  — from  "Modern 
Housing"  (which  brought  in  a heavy  "fan"  mall)  to  "The  Common  Stake  of 
the  United  States  and  Australia  in  the  Far  East,"  a discussion  by  two 
Oberlin  students  and  two  Australian  stments  who  were  visiting  Oberlin. 
One  of  these  programs  featured  the  sixty-^fifth  anniversary  of  the 
Oberlin  Review,  with  four  former  editors.  Grove  Patterson,  '05,  Norman 
Shaw,  '26,  N.  R.  Howard,  ex  '19,  and  C.  Wesley  Lawrence,  '27,  among  the 
speakers. 


In  no  case  did  the  College  spend  a cent  for  the  use  of  time  on 
the  air:  the  only  costs  involved  were  very  minor  costs  for  transporta- 
tion and  for  local  arrangements.  It  appears  that  the  broadcasting  com- 
panies recognize  the  value  of  what  we  have  to  give.  The  Mutual  System 
has  asked  for  a longer  series  of  broadcasts  for  the  year  1939-40.

The  convention  of  the  Classical  Association  w'as  perhaps  the 
largest  and  most  notable  convention  of  a learned  society  ever  held  in 
Oberlin.  About  275  men  and  women,  from  thirty  states  (and  Ontario), 
attended  the  convention.  The  official  sessions  were  held  in  the  Allen 
Memorial  Art  Building,  the  main  papers  being  given  in  the  new  lecture 
room.  The  College  gave  a formal  dinner  for  the  Association;  and  a dis- 
tinguished and  appropriate  program  of  dramatic  and  musical  entertainment 
was  provided.  The  care  of  the  convention  was  excellently  designed  and 
handled  by  Professor  Lord  and  the  other  members  of  the  Oberlin  Department 
of  Classics;  end  the  hospitality  of  the  College  was  greatly  appreciated. 

Several  public  school  principals  of  Erie,  Huron  and  Lorain 
counties,  members  of  the  National  High  School  Principals  Association, 
net  for  discussion  as  guests  of  the  College  six  times  during  the  Winter 
and  Spring. 

The  National  Board  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association 
held  a training  course  for  some  fifty  students  in  the  Theological  Quad- 
rangle in  the  month  of  July. 

The  Ohiio  Musical  Association  again  held  its  annual  state  solo 
end  ensemble  contests  in  Oberlin.  On  the  day  of  these  contests,  April 
29,  1939,  about  1,000  high  school  students,  bringing  with  them  another 
1,000  of  their  elders,  came  to  take  part  in  competitions  in  piano,  harp, 
strings,  singing,  woodwinds,  brass,  drum-majoring,  and  student  conduct- 
ing. Those  who  won  the  state  contests  here  represented  Ohio  in  nfitional 
contests  held  in  May. 


Commencement 

The  Baccalaureate  and  Cominencement  Exercises  of  the  Graduate 
School  of  Theology  were  held  on  Sunday,  May  28,  and  Tuesday,  May  30. 

The  Baccalaureate  Sermon,  on  the  theme,  "The  Success  of  the  Cross,  was 
given  by  Dr.  Francis  Williajn  Buckler,  Professor  of  Church  History.  The 
Commencement  Address,  "The  World  Christian  Community,"  was  given  by 
Dean  Henry  Pitney  Van  Dusen  of  Union  Theological  Seminar}^.  Degrees 
in  course  were  awarded  to  twenty-two  students,  of  whom  fifteen  received 
the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  six  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts, 
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and  one  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Sacred  Theology. 


The  general  commencement  season  extended  from  Fridey,  June  9, 
to  Tuesday,  June  13.  Two  special  events  appeared  upon  the  program;  the 
extraordinarily  beautiful  and  successful  pageant,  "Our  Lady’s  Juggler," 
to  which  reference  has  been  made  in  an  earlier  section  of  this  report, 
was  given  on  Saturday  evening;  and  in  the  hour  from  nine  to  ten  on  Sun- 
day morning  the  Commencement  Orchestra  and  a number  of  graduating 
seniors  as  soloists  gave  a concert  in  Warner  Hall  which  was  broadcast 
through  the  country  by  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  as  one  of  a 
series  of  Sunday  morning  hours,  called  "Young  Music  Stars  of  Tomorrow." 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  the  Alumni  Dis- 
tinguished Service  Medal  was  awarded  to  Professor  Kemper  Fullerton, 
amid  the  hearty  approval  of  many  who  have  been  grateful  for  his  influ- 
ence exerted  throughout  the  entire  institution,  through  many  years  of 
utterly  honest  and  effective  presentation  of  the  highest  ideals  of  re- 
ligious and  civic  life. 

Dr.  Edgar  Fauver  of  Wesleyan  University  and  Dr.  Edwin  Fauver 
of  the  University  of  Rochester  served  as  Marshals  for  the  Baccalaureate 
and  Commencement  Processions. 

The  Baccalaureate  Sermon  was  given  by  President  Albert  Went- 
worth Palmer,  of  the  Chicago  Theological  Seminary,  on  the  theme  "A  Life 
Program  in  Three  W'ords." 

At  the  Commencement  Exercises  on  Tuesday  the  Commencement 
Address  was  given  by  President  James  Lukens  McConaughy  of  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versi'ty.  His  subject  was:  "Workmanship."  Degrees  in  course  were  awarded 
to  331  students,  of  whom  246  received  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
thirty-nine  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music,  twenty-five  the  Degree  of 
Bachelor  of  School  Music,  twenty  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  and  one 
the  Degree  of  Master  of  Music.  Five  honorary  degrees  were  conferred, 
as  follows:

Oberlin  in  China 

My  preceding  report  told  of  the  forced  moves  of  the  School 
which  we  have  called  "Oberlin  in  Shansi"  from  its  home  in  Taiku,  in  the 
Province  of  Shansi,  through  intermediate  locations,  to  Sian,  in  the 
Province  of  Shensi.  In  the  Autumn  of  1938  Japanese  bombings  made  Sian 
untenable,  and  the  School  moved  again,  its  first  journey  being  a ten-day 
trek  on  foot  across  the  mountains  to  Mien  Hsien,  in  southwestern  Shensi, 
and  its  second  journey  being  to  Chintang,  near  Cheng- tu,  capital  of 
Szechwan  Province.  There  the  work  is  being  carried  on,  with  four 
Oberlin  representatives  among  the  workers.  Meanwhile,  a limited  amount 
of  primary  work  and  of  agricultural  work  is  being  carried  on  in  the 
original  home  of  the  School,  in  Taiku.

14.  Insurance 


Fire  coverage  on  the  buildings  and  equipment  of  the  physical  plant 
amounting  to  $4,180,450  is  carried  on  a 90%  co-insurance  basis  in  thirty-seven 
companies,  70%  being  in  stock  companies  and  30%  in  mutuals.  The  average  cost 
is  17.1  cents  per  year  on  $100. 

A special  Fine  Arts  "all  risk"  policy  is  carried  on  certain  art  objects 
v^hich  cannot  be  replaced.  The  amount  of  the  coverage  is  $108,545.25  and  the 
annual  cost  on  $100  is  21.2  cents. 

All  employees  are  protected  against  accidents  incurred  in  the  course  of 
their  employment  through  the  Industrial  Commission  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Members  of  the  faculty  and  administrative  staff  who  use  their  cars  at  any 
time  on  College  business  are  protected  by  a special  policy  which  covers  five 
stated  persons  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  others  not  specifically  named. 

The  College  is  protected  by  a policy  of  general  liability  against  acci- 
dents which  may  occur  in  or  on  its  Oberlin  owned  properties,  the  protection 
being  $15,000  for  one  person  and  $50,000  for  any  one  accident.  The  policy  al- 
so protects  against  damages  on  account  of  bodily  injuries  or  death  caused  or 
sustained  by  students,  or  caused  by  officials  or  representatives  while  travel- 
ing to  c-  from  or  while  attending  or  participating  in  athletic  meets  or  exer- 
cises. Protection  also  covers  executive  officers  while  acting  within  the 
scope  of  their  emplo3nnent. 

A special  liability  policy  is  carried  for  Allen  Hospital. 

Personal,  property  of  each  student  living  in  a College  dormitory  is 
covered  by  fire  insurance  up  to  $100  at  a cost  of  approximately  fifty  cents 
for  each  person.

Established  in  October,  1936  by  agreement  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Will 
of  Miss  Camilla  Donnell  whereby  a former  contract  dated  May  13,  1935 
creating  the  John  Quincy  Donnell  Loan  Fund  was  cancelled  and  a refund  of 
$1,626.88  was  made  on  October  6,  1936  to  the  Trustees  and  a new  trust 
was  created  from  the  residue  of  $7,059,  to  be  known  as  the  John  Quincy 
Donnell  Scholarship  Fund.  By  the  terms  of  the  agreement  this  amount  is 
to  be  used  in  providing,  first,  scholarship  for  an  eligible  young  man, 
who  is  a high  school  graduate  and  is  a resident  of  Decatur  County, 

Indiana,  at  the  time  of  the  award  and,  second,  if  no  eligible  young  man 
qualifies,  the  scholarship  is  to  be  used  for  an  eligible  young  woman 
from  Decatur  County  who  is  acceptable.  Scholarships  are  to  be  awarded 
to  students  ranking  in  the  top  quarter  of  high  school  classes  and  who 
give  evidence  of  excellence  in  character,  personality  and  general 
promise.  If  no  men  or  women  apply  and  qualify  for  such  scholarships, 
the  College  may  make  awards  to  men  who  do  not  rank  with  the  top  quarter 
of  their  classes,  subject,  however,  to  the  other  terms  and  conditions. 

The  Trustees  under  the  Will  shall  make  selections  for  scholarship 
awards  and  such  selections  shall  be  approved  by  the  Principal  of 
Greensburg,  Indiana,  High  School  or  Superintendent  of  Schools  of 
Decatur  County.  The  College  has  the  right  to  decline  to  accept  anyone 
who  does  not  qualify  for  admissions  and  the  awards  are  to  run  for  a 
period  of  two  years.  At  the  discretion  of  the  College,  if  no  awards 
are  made  or  income  accumulates,  it  may  be  added  to  the  next  awards,  a 

new  scholarship  may  be  a;varded,  or  it  may  be  added  to  the  principal  or 

fund.  If  the  College  should  cease  to  exist  or  fail  to  administer  the 
Fund,  proceeds  of  the  Fund  shall  revert  to  the  Trustees  or  to  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  Decatur  County.

Interest  is  charged  at  the  rate  of  6^  and 
borrowers  are  required  to  deposit  a sum  equal  to  5^  of  the  amount 
borrowed  as  a guarantee  against  loss  to  the  fund  from  the  group  receiv- 
ing loans  in  a particular  year.  Losses  to  the  fund  are  paid  from  such 
guarantee  deposits  and  the  balance  is  returned  to  the  borrowers  with  in- 
terest. An  annuity  is  paid  to  the  donor  and  certain  others  on 
$150,000.00  of  the  principal  involved;  on  $50,000.00  of  the  principal 
there  is  a yearly  obligation  for  a period  to  provide  for  certain  chari- 
ties in  the  Village  of  Scottsville,  New  York,  the  original  home  of  Mr. 
Miller  and  his  parents. 

The  last  gift  of  $50,000.00  was  to  insure  the  payment  of  certain 
scholarships  to  students  in  Oberlin  College,  to  be  known  as  the  Class  of 
1891  Scholarships  - ten  when  the  tuition  was  $250.00  per  year,  reduced 
to  eight  when  the  tuition  was  increased  to  $300.00.
